Dr. Wang Chung-hui will, it is 
believed, lift the veil from these 
decisions when he makes his an- 
xiously awalted announcement on 
Monday. 

In Canton it is reported on- re- 
liable authority that the new 
Foreign Minister intends to con- 
duct negotiations with the foreign 
envoys in China for the termina- 
tion of extrality rights In China.

The official notification, 
which announces special regu- 
lations for the occasion as fol- 
lows, says that the biack-out is 
by way of. practice for occasions 
of emergency or public danger. 


TEMPORARY REGULATIONS 


1, These regulations shall be in 
force during the whole period be- 
tween the hours of 2 a.m, and 4 
fim. on Sunday, the 2tat day of 
March, 1937. 

2, All Hghts, whether public or 
private, which, if unobacured, would 
be visible from the air, from tho 
harbour or from the sea or from 
uny navigable waters, must be ex- 
tinguished, or, in the case of. in- 
door Hghts, obscured so’ as to bo 
invisible from outside and all other 
lighta in the neighbourhood of any 
water front must be so marked a8 
to prevent, as far aa practicable, the 
reflection of their light upon .tho 
water: 

Provided that this regulation shall 
not apply to Hghts on vehicles or to 
indispensable navigation, railway or 
dock Hghts, or to any light which 
is approved by a competent naval or 
military authority. 


ALL LIGHTS COVERED 


3. Save as elsewhere provided by 
these regulations, all external lamps, 
flarea and fixed Nghts of all deacrip- 
tions (including sky signd, illumin- 
ated fascias, illuminated lettering 
and outside lights of all descriptions 
used for advertising or for the illu- 
mination of shop fronts) and all 
aggregations of lights, whether pub- 
lic or private, must be extinguish- 
ed, except such public lamps asin 
the opinion of the Inspector General 
of Pollco are necessary for safety 
and any other lights approved by 
him. - 


INVISIBLE FROM ABOVE 


All lights which are not extin- 
guished must be reduced to the 
minimum intensity consistent with 
safoty and shaded or obscured 50 as 
to render them invisible from above 
and to cut off direct Hight In all 
directions above the horizontal. 

4. In factories, shops, hotels, in- 
stitutions, dwelling houses, build- 
ings and premises of all descrip- 
tions inside lights must be so shad- 
ed or reduced or the windows, sky- 
lights and glass doors so screened 
by shutters or dark blinds or cur- 
tains, etc. that no moro than o dull 
subdued Hight is visible from any 
direction outside the premiscs. 


MOTOR CAR LIGHTS 


&. The following restrictions on 
thd use of lights on vehicles shall 
be observed: — 

{n) The use on motor vehicles of 
headlights - of all descriptions is 
prohibited. 

(b) Not more than two Iamps 
showing a light to the front may be 
used on any vehicle. 

(c) No Nght whatover shall ‘be 
shown from any stationary vehicle, 

6. All Instructions given ‘by any 
police officer for the purpose of on- 
forcing those regulations must be 
observed. 

7. These regulations shall not 
apply to the New Territories other 
than New Kowloon,

VERY. now and then the world gets tired of discussing Money 
and Armaments and Test Matches, and turns its attention 

to something that really matters, — such as the Baby. The 
arrival of a baby in a household makes more difference- than 
any change of Government, but it is. only occasionally that 
Governments give a thought to the subject of making that ar. 
rival easy and happy. And it is very doubtful whether such 
action as they take does any good. The Fascist Grand Council, 


for example, has created a “central organisation for the control- 


of the Government’s birth-rate policy,” and that policy is to 


include employment for fathers of large families, with incomes” 


proportionate to the family burden, marriage loans, and endow- 
ment for young workers. No visitor to Italy would guess that 
there was any shortage of babies. In fact, the new’ measures 
are needed because the system of bonuses to parents has failed 
to reduce the fall in the birth rate. . , 

The obligation to conquer Abyssinia and restore the old 
Roman Empire was ‘justified by the necessity for an outlet for 
overcrowded citics like Naples, and now the-“beget more babies” 
policy is justified by the truism that “without Ife there would 
be no youth, military power, economic expansion, or secure 
future for the Fatherland.“ Russia has altered her marriage 
laws because the free love system failed to produce 2 sufficient 


crop of babies; Germany gives grants to young married people. 


in the way of loans without interést’ that are said to be very 
beneficial, and the adoption of the same system in England is 
being advocated. . ; 

The most acute remark made by Miss Picton-Turberville in 
her minority report on the Mui Tsai is that the philanthropy of 
those who receive ‘adopted daughters may be doubted in: face 
of the fact that their motive is not strong enough to make them 
adopt children at the troublesome stage of babyhood. Only the 
instinct of parenthood is strong enough for that. And then there

Observation on the Portuguese 
frontier will be organised outside 
the general scheme and the ap-’ 
pointment of 130 British observers 
for this purpose has already been 
announced. The Franco-Spanish 
frontier will be watched by an 
international body alao number- 
ing 130, and five observers will 
exereiae similar control along the 
short Gibraltar-Spanish frontier. 


BY STAGES 

As there are no relevant prece- 
dents for the control scheme, it 
will not be surprising if it proves 
necessary to inaugurate it by 
stages. 

The first stage must obviously 
be the appointment of the higher 
directing officials and their per- 
sonal staffs. 

The French and Rritish authori- 
ties have agreed that the .observ- 
ers along the frontiera shall enjoy 
the jmmunities normally accord- 
ed to diplomatic officers and they 
will have full factlities, including 
the right of free entry into dock 
and railway warchouses and. de- 
Pots, the right of inspection and 
of examining documents relating 
to particular consignments and 
travellors’ passports.

The economic situation and market condi- 
tions in Latin America were the chief subjects 
discussed at the session of the Administrative 


Council of the International Chamber 


merce here,yesterday. 
Describing conditions in the Ar- 
gentine, the  Hritish delegate, 
Baron Luke of Pavenham, pointed 
out that the Argentine _ Republic 


‘could easily provide food and ne- 


commodation for 50,000,000 
people, 

Baron Luke ‘also expressed the 
conviction that the Argentine 
would be thoroughly capable of 
coping with its own financial re- 
quirements in future. 

CURRENCY CONTROL, 

The Argentine delegate, Senor 
Jose Dodero, deseribed — foreign 
currency control and measures for 
reatriction of agricultural produc- 
tion in the Argentine. . 

He declared that the policy pur- 
aued by the Argentina Ministry 
of Agriculture had as its aim the 
pushing of sales without waitlng 
for an improvement in prices. 
~ He stated the opinion that. the 
moment was now opportune for 
establishing closer relations be- 
tween South American countries 
and other nations, and. expressed 
the hope that an attempt to found 
an Argentine section of the Inter- 
national Chamber of Commerce 
might be successful: . 

A member of the board of direc- 
tors of the German Dye Trust, Dr. 
Max Hgner, outlined . the policy 
which a highly induatrinlised coun- 
try ‘should adopt to increase its 
exports to Latin America. 

He pointed out that the conatant- 
ly changing requirements of the 
South American market would 
have to be cloacly considered by 
industrial countries.

A TALK. ON 
RIDING 


MR. PETER SIN: ON 
FORWARD ‘SEAT 


An interesting tak on a much- 
discussed subject, the Forward 
Seat in horsemanship, was given 
by Mr. Peter Sin at the Kowloon 
Riding School yesterday. . 

Among riding people, he said, a 
good den) is heard of the pros und 
cona of the forward seat. 

Twenty years ago it was con- 
sidered correct to treat your sad- 
dle as an arm chair, ahd to lean 
back a little when cantering. 
thrusting your feet forward. This 
wis the old fastifoned seat. 

The forward seat {s actually the 
introduction of mathematical 
science to riding. | 

The ternm fs ‘usually associnted 
with the word Italian, because this 
method of riding originated, ac- 
cording to authoritative sources, 
in Italy. Leading books tell us 
that Captain Frederico Caprilli, a 
cavalry officer in the Italian army, 
revolutionized the system of horse- 
thanship and developed this type 
of seat as the result of indefati- 
sable study. 

It was afterwards adopted — in 
the Italian Cavalry and is now 
taught by the Pinerolo and Tor di 
Quinto, the two world — famous 
cavalry schools in Rome.” 

Mr. Sin went on to explain the 
principles of this method of riding, 
pointing out that crouching miser- 
ably over a horse's neck looking, 
if not feeling, both frightened and 
unhappy. : 

Concluding, the speaker snid: 
The forward seat being logical and 
based on science, the opposition 
against it is weakening. We all 
know the opposition that science 
invariably meets with, in what- 
ever ‘direction it attempts to ad- 
vance, and we all know the type 
of person who claims that what 
was good enough for his father is 
xood enough for him. Never- 
theleas, science always wing in the 
Jong run, and we may be quite sure 
that forward: seat haa come to 
stay.
